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1. A course for air force technical administrative specialists 
was held at the HBlvREC (0 51/0 16) Military aircraft Mechanic 
School from 15 February to 11 July 1949. This course covered 
the following subjects; 

Technical and administrative services, 200 hours 
Technology (theory and practice) ,100 hours 

Familiarization with aircraft equipment (theory and practice), 

60 hours 

Study of engines (theory and practice), ICO hours 

Regulations of administrative procedures, 20 hours 

Sport, 40 hours 

Combat training, 100 hours 

Standardization, 80 hours 

Types of airplanes, 80 hours 

Political training (03veta), 100 hours. 

Of all the subjects, political training ranked first in im- 
portance; the combat training was thorough, and the instruc- 
tion in technical and economic administrative procedures was 
also good. All other subjects were treated superficially. 


2, Success in the end-of-course examination depended on three 
factors: 


a. Political attitude 

b. Physical efficiency 

c. Technical qualification. 
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The detailed curriculum of the course held at the HBL'Rh'C Air- 
craft Mochanic School during the stated period was reported 
for the first time. Since other data reported by source proved 
to be correct the information is believed to be credible. 
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
